1 . Applicant's amendment, filed 2/2/00, is acknowledged. 
Claims 2-8 15-16 and 26 have been canceled. 
Claims 9, 10, 13, 17-20 and 22 have been amended. 

Applicant's amendment, filed 5/18/00, is acknowledged. 
Claims 27-47 have been added. 

Applicant's amendment, filed 10/17/00, is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-47 have been canceled. 
Claims 48-78 have been added. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
Invention: wherein the human is afflicted with: 

A) a T cell disorder/ an autoimmune disease, 

B) cancer, or 

C) an infectious disease. 

If a T cell disorder/ an autoimmune disease is elected; then this application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed T cell disorders/ an autoimmune diseases, wherein 
the human is afflicted with: 

A) multiple sclerosis,

These species are distinct because the pathological conditions differ in etiologies and therapeutic 
endpoints.

Currently, 
claims 48 and 58 are generic.

U.S.C. § 103 of the other invention.
